Measrs. Gilbert, Halfpenny, Rayner, 
aud Hununel were the only Committee¬ 
men present at the regular meeting on 
Monday uigbt. The recommendations 
f».r the enduing year were fixed by the 
Committee. - 

Tbe first item taken up was public 
grounds. Mr. Rayner, Chairman of that 

I'oiuioittee, moved that $500 be devoted 
to that purpose. 

Mr.- Gilbert thought that $350 was 
mrticient. He said that the Committee 
ouifht to cut down wherever It was 
possible. In order to apply all the money 

to loads, 

Mr. Rayier said $500 might seem a 
Urge amount, but it took every dollar of 
ft to keep the park In tbe condltiou that 
it has been kept In in the past. 

“The park," Mr. Rayner said, “Is one 
i.f the m«»et beautifcl features of our 
town." Mr. Rayner differed with those 
who regard the park as only beneficial 
tu residences adjoining It. He looked 
upon it as an advantage to* the whole 
town, irrespective of locality. It was 
admired by visitors, the pride of i*ur 
own town, and the euvy of adjoining 
towns. Tbe manual labor and tbe 
material required to keep it In fine order 
necessitated an expenditure of at least 
iaUO. That sum was recommended. 

Mr. Gilbert suggested that no ap¬ 
propriation be made for the mainte¬ 
nance of the poor. The. revenue from 
license fees was $4,500, aud Mr. Voorbees 
had informed him that the revenue from 
that source was sufficient without ad¬ 
ditional appropriation. This item was 
passed over. 

The Committee proposed to make a 
very large appropriation bur- road work. 
Mr. Kayner favored such a plan, but 
intimated that 'je was going to ask for 
an increased appropriation for the Fire 
Department, and his vote on the road 
appropriation would tie for such an 
amount as would reserve sufficient for 
the Fire Department. 

in order that Mr. Rayner might not 
le hampered iu his vote on the road 
question, Mr. Halfpenny moved that the 
Eire Department recommendation take 
precedence of that of roads.' Fire 
matters were then taken up. 

Mr. Rayner said that the current ex¬ 
pends of the Department wrre about 
$3,200. The appropriation last year 
was $*2,500, and there was on hand at 
the beginning of the year an unexpended 
balance of $606, making a total of $3,100 
at the disposal of the Committee, all of 
which had been expended but a small 
t*ulauce. Nine hundred dollars of it had 
been used for new carriages, and about 
$2,200 for current expenses. * t • 

Mr. Rayner said that next year the 
four indicators put In by tbe Gamewell 
Fire-Alarm Company at a cost of, $000 
would have to be paid for, or ordered 
taken out of the fire-houses. The Game- 
well Company put them in an condition 
that if the town did not wish to pur¬ 
chase them at the end of a year they 
would take them out. The town has

sow used them about fifteen months. 
There is also an electric clock to be paid 
for, costing $50. 

Mr. Rayner referred to the urgent re¬ 
quest of the Chief Engineer that 2,000 
feet* of new hose be purchased. He said 
be had made a personal inspection of 
the hose and found that out of 3,750 feet 
lu possession of the Department only 
1.250 fset of hose was in good condition. 
He said the matter was a serious one, 
ami if known *to Insurance companies 
would have a material effect on tbe In¬ 
surance rates charged. Mr. Rayner said 
that while It would be Impossible, to 
purchase 2,000 feet, as requested by the 
, Chief, he thought that at least 1,000 feet 
should be procured. The quality of 
hose used coats about eighty cents per 
foot. To purchase tbe Indicators, clock, 
aud new hose and meet the current ex¬ 
penses of the Department, he moved an 
appropi tattoo of $3,500. 

Mr. Halfpenny opposed such a large 
appropriation for fire purpose*. He said 
'he tlremen had been treated with great 
lif*eraHty |q the past. Their every de- 
luaud had beeu Acceded to. A great 
many people were of the opinion that 
'he Fire Department was coating too 
niueh. As to the proposed Indicators, 
he was still of tbe same opinion that he 
held over a year ago wbeu they were put 
fn* He did not believe they were needed, 
and should be ordered out. They were 
But to he depended on, and tbe firemen 
tuade very little Use of them* Hetb 
that it would be better and cbea 
put a striking apparatus In Excelsior 
and Active hose-houses. 
t Mr. Halfpenny read from a Hat of 
curreut expenses of the Department, 
and mentioned a number of IM*uj^ 
axprnae that would not have to be In¬ 
curred another year. He movedi that 


Mr. Gilbert opposed an Increase of the 
fire appropriation. He said the Fire 
Department hail never yet been put to 
the forced economy that other branches 
of public work had, and he thought it 
was time the firemen stood back and 
gave the Committee a chance to do all it 
oould on roada. A vote was taken on 

the question, whioh resulted In a tie_ 

Rayner and Hummel voting aye and 
Gilbert and Halfpenny no., 

Mr. Rayner said he was satisfied to 
let the matter go before the town meet¬ 
ing for the people to decide. 

The question of road construction was 
next taken up. Mr. Gilbert said that a 
great deal of the atone road In the town 
was out of repair and would have to be 
attended to during the ensuing year or 
it would be entirely destroyed. 

Mr. Rayner made a long address on 
tbe subject of a large appropriation for 
roads. He said that the main question 
to be kept In view wan the effect on the 
tax rate. He cited an array of figures : o 
demonstrate how at least $20,000 could 
be appropriated for the various branches 
of road work without Increasing the tax 
rate over that of last year. He said 
that tbe appropriations last year footed 
up $47,800. Tkis year the $3,000 for 
road surveys, $3,000 for removing ob¬ 
structions from Newark Avenue, $500 
for the Montgomery Street bridge, $500 
for poor account, and $500 for cobble¬ 
stone gutters were eliminated from the 
list, leaving $7,500 at the command of 
the Committee. He also stated that 
taklrg past years as a basis, the Com¬ 
mittee might safely reckon on an in¬ 
crease In valuations of at least $200,000, 
which at the rate of $2.50 would give 
$5,000 additional tax receipts, making a 
total of $12,500, which'added to the ap¬ 
propriations of last year, would give the 
Committee $20,000 to spend ou roads 
without increasing taxes, which could be 
divided as follows: $13,000 for stone 
road construction, $5,000 for stone road 
repairs, and $2,000 for dirt road re¬ 
pairs. f 

Mr. Rayner said he had given the 
matter of roads carefuh consideration. 
He felt that the* people respected the 
recommendations of the Committee from 

a * * 

the fact that they believed that such 
recommendations were based on ex¬ 
perience and judgment. He believed 
that a liberal appropriation for roads 
would do much tov apis allaying the 
feeling of reeeutment In Oleii Ridge. 
He opposed bonding the town at the 
present time, and thought that greater 
satisfaction would result from a larger 
appropriation. 

Mr. Halfpenny said that the statistics 
furnished by tbe gentleman from the 
Third Ward evidenced that he had care¬ 
fully considered the matter. He said 
tbe figures demonstrated that the Com¬ 
mittee had $27,000 at its disposal for 
road work. He advised keeping each 
item distinct—so much for dirt-road re¬ 
pairs, so much for stone-road repairs, 
aud so much for stone-road construc¬ 
tion. He favored $2,000 for the first, 
$5,000 for tbe second, and $20,000 for the 
third. This Increased expenditure would 
enable the Committee to build deeper 
roads. 

Mr. Halfpenny referred to the Glen 
Ridge request last year for a four-inch 
road, which had turned out very un¬ 
satisfactory. In future he thought the 
Committee ought not to heed such re¬ 
quests. 

A vote was taken on the amounts, 
resulting as follows: Stone-road con¬ 
struction, $18,000; stone-road repairs,) 
$5,000; dirt-road repairs, $2,000. 

For sidewalk construction Mr. Half¬ 
penny, Chairman of the Sidewalk Com¬ 
mittee, said that there was an unexpend¬ 
ed balance of $500 in the hands of the

CHAIRMAN GILBERT ASSERTS THAT THE 
APPROPRIATIONS WERE EXCEEDED. 


Mtmbcn of the Committee Were Doubt- 
W. but Mr. Gilbert Give* tbe figures. 




A few months ago an item appeared in 
Citizen to the effect that the Town¬ 
ship Committee had expended more 
money this year than it was likely to 
receive, but tbe statement was promptly 
contradicted. On Monday . night the 
Committee discussed a motion to trans¬ 
fer from the back taxes sufficient 
Amounts to balance up accounts that 
were overdrawn. The Chairman, Mr. 
Gilbert, said that he favored Mr. Cocke- 
fair’s idea of not spending back taxes 
until they had been paid in. Mr. Cocke- 
fair stoutly opposed all expenditures 
that were made In anticipation of the 
income from back taxes. 

Mr. Gilbert asserted that the Com¬ 
mittee had spent a a excess of appropria¬ 
tions to the auioutat of nearly $8,000, 
which was more than the receipts from 
back taxes would cover. The Chair¬ 
man’s statement was doubted, and Mr. 
Raynsr said that he was positive that 
no sub-committee of which he was 
chairman had exceeded Its appropria¬ 
tion, and he thought that in justice to 
the whole Committee the Chairman 
should furnish proof of his statement. 
Mr. Gilbert read from a list the amounts 
to which different accounts had been 
overdrawn as follows: Contingent ac¬ 
count, $4,186.40; maps and surveys, 
$116.75; police, $228.25; road repairs, 
$65.31; road construction, $967.77; dirt 
roads, $1,153.24, and sidewalk grading, 
$655.18. 

In addition to the altove the Chairman 
said there were a number of unpaid claims 
against the town. 

Mr. Rayner expressed surprise at the 
condition of affairs. He said that there 
waa no doubt but when money In excess 
of tbe appropriations hail been spent It 
Was done ^y^resolution of the ; Com¬ 
mittee. 


Tbe Montgomery Street Bridge. 

It is now about a year aluce the Town¬ 
ship Committee entered Into negotiations 
with the Lehigh Valley Railroad about a 
new bridge over the canal at Mont¬ 
gomery Street. The company has the 
material on the or«mnd wits whieh to 
carry on the *urz. Ei:u» *»rt*>rr* 
of Montgomery Street asked the Town 
Committee on Monday night, why tbe 
bridge had not been built. Chairman 
Gilbert Informed him that a form of 
agreement bad been drawn up, signed 
by the Committee and forwarded to the 
railway company, and they had refused 
to sign It. Mr. Gilbert said the Com¬ 
mittee could not force the company to 
build the bridge. It was a matter for 
mutual agreement, and the railway com¬ 
pany were very jealous of their rights. *

For if 
through the existence of the saloon the 
young men of the town by scores be¬ 
come drunkards, and fall Into a drunk¬ 
ard’s grave and a drunkard’s hell, if 
wretchedness and death are caused, then 
somebobjr is responsible. I believe God 
has made the churches of Bloomfield 
their brother’s keeper, and if by their 
uniting the Christian people Injhls town I letter of the law In so doing. Of

In conclusion, Mr. Seibert said that
